He remarked, for instance, that during his entire eight years 
in Lubianka ho was not cognisant of the identity of any human 
being under the same roof except the officer who interrogated 
liirn and the guards who took him to and from interrogations and 
that it would have been quite impossible to tap messages to 
adjoining cell mates cxr in any other way communicate with or 
identify them.
